A proclamation in the name of Fal
ther Gopon has been clroulnted Inlcting
to the use of bombs, dynamite or any
weapon whatsoever agalnst the gov-
ernment, which, It ls asserted, out-
lawed Itself by the course adopled
agalnst the workmmn Bunday,

'he office of governor general of the
city and governmert of Bt Petersburg
has been created by Imperial order
with extraordinary powers to deal with
the existing condition of affalrs, and
General Trepoff, whose administration
of the office of chiel of police of Mos-
cow brought upon him sentence of
death from the revolutlonary party, Is
appointad to the pust. In spite of re-
prossive measures, however, the lib-
ernl spirit seemed undaunted, for, In
Moscow Prince CGalitain, who recently
realgned the mayoralty In  protest
againmt the Imperial ukase condemn-
ing the reform program, Wwas again
elected mayor by the municipal couns
oll.
